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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 CISC § 103 

1 . Claims 1-20 are rejected under 35 USC 103(a) as unpatentable over Robertson(US 
Pat. No"(US Pat. No: 6,609,106) in view of Holland(US Pat. No: 6,618.753).

2. As per claims 1-20 Robertson teaches a system for providing electronic gift 
purchasing comprising tracking gift ideas and related events and notifying the user prior 
to the event date with a reminder(Abstract)(col 9 line 5-col 1 1 line 25). Robertson 
teaches a gift registry site(Fig 1/70) and a reminder database(Fig 1/77) as well as a 
user database(Fig 1/71) and a notification database(Fig 1/78). Robertson teaches a gift 
registration agent(Fig 1/68) and a gift purchase database(Fig 1/66). Robertson also 
teaches assigning a unique identifier for the service provider by the gift registry site(Fig 
2/1 04). Robertson teaches the gift registry site sending an e-mail confirmation of 
registration to the service provider contact(Fig 2/105).Robertson further teaches 
sending an e-mail confirmation to the user also(Fig 2/96).Robertson further teaches that 
the user tags the items of interest(Fig 3/112) as well as the user providing gift registry 
information(Fig 3/118). Robertson also teaches adding gift item information to a wish 
list(Fig 4/136/134) and the gift registry site adds the item in the centralized database for 
the wish list(Fig 4/138).Robertson also teaches a reminder registration process(Fig 
5/80/130/150/152/154/156/159) as well as the gift registry system checking records in 
the reminder database(Fig 6).Robertson also teaches the user purchasing the 
registered gift(Fig 7/202) when the user receives the reminder (Fig 7/190).Robertson 
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also teaches a gift registry site(Fig 8) and that the gift registry site displays the user wish 
list items((Fig 8/216).Robertson also teaches the service provider registers a "sale" 
event(Fig10B/242).Robertson also teaches gift registration, purchase registration and 
sale registration(Fig 1 1/242/234/232/198). Robertson also teaches a product reseller 
catalog(Fig 14/60). Robertson also teaches shipping information for a gift(Fig 16) and 
user reminders(Fig 25) as well as costs of items for gifts(Fig 27) and descriptions(Fig 
27) and resellers(Fig 27/500). Robertson teaches the cost of gifts on the wish list(Fig28). 
In addition to that taught by Robertson, Holland teaches a method of creating an 
aggregated Internet accessible registry for gift purchasing(Abstract)(col 2 line 34-col 3 
line 40).Holland teaches a web site(Fig 1/132) with a registry database(Fig 1/140) as 
well as a user interface(Fig 1/108) as well as an online catalog(Fig 2/202).Holland also 
teaches a general user identifier(Fig 3/302) and an event type(Fig 3/318) and a 
personal web page(Fig 3/320). Holland teaches a data structure of an aggregated 
purchase list with N orders in one provider data base(Fig 9/908-1-1.... Fig 9/908-1-N) 

and M orders in another provider database(Fig 9/908-2-1 Fig 9/908-2-M). Holland 

also teaches updating an online catalog(Fig 1 1/1 108) as well as outlet stores (1 ...N)(Fig 
12/1204-1 ....Fig 12/1204-N) operating from the provider master registry database(Fig 
12/1206).lt would have been obvious to one skilled in the art at the time of the invention 
to combine Robertson in view of Holland to teach the invention. The motivation to 
combine is to teach a method to expand the content of registries beyond traditional 
retail content as is enunciated by Holland(col 2 lines 25-31). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 101 
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3. Claim 20 is rejected under 35 USC 101 as failing to describe a concrete, useful and 
tangible result.
